PREFATORY

In  the  spring  when  the  pulse  runs  fast  and  the  garden  fever 
is  highest,  when  we  are  planting  about  everything  that  can  ^e, 
in  the  shape  of  seeds,  plants,  shrubs  and  trees  (excluding  how¬ 
ever,  peonies  and  Dutch  bulbs!)  there  will  be  a  number  of  us 
who  will  wish  to  select  and  plant  that  gem  of  all  perennials — 
Irises.  So  it  is  largely  for  them  that  the  Price  List  is  issued 
at  this  time. 

As  to  planting  this  flower  in  the  spring,  it  is  perfectly  safe 
to  do  it,  tho  the  usual  and  better  seasons  are  those  that  follow 
after  blooming:  i.  e.,  the  last  of  June,  thru  July,  August  and 
September,  and  even  including  October  for  the  Gulf  States. 
They  can  in  fact  be  lifted  at  any  time  of  the  year  when  the 
ground  is  fit  to  dig  in,  and  of  what  other  popular  plants  can 
this  be  said! 

VISITORS  OF  COURSE  ARE  INVITED  DURING 
THE  BLOOMING  SEASON. 

There  are  a  great  many  more  named  varieties  in  the  Gardens, 
on  trial,  than  are  given  in  this  Price  List,  besides  hundreds  of 
seedlings.  Some  will  eventually  “make  the  grade”  and  be 
listed  while  others  will  not!  Come  and  see  which  of  these  are 
worth  while.  _ 

How  to  reach  the  Simpson  Gardens  by  automobile:  As  a 

rule,  make  for  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  then  cross  the  Potomac 
over  the  Key  Bridge,  at  the  south  end  of  which  you  will  be  in 
Rosslyn;  get  on  the  Lee  Highway  here  and  drive  west  for 
three  miles  until  the  Glebe  Road  is  crossed  (at  Lee  or  Living¬ 
stone  Heights),  at  which  crossing  turn  north  and  about  300 
yards  farther  is  the  site  of  the  gardens.  Briefly,  the  Gardens 
are  three  miles  from  Washington,  at  Livingstone  Heights, 
corner  Glebe  Road  and  Livingstone  Avenue,  one-half  mile  west 
of  Cherrydale,  Va. 


Shipping  Times:  In  the  spring  from  about  March  20  to 
May  1 ;  then  comes  a  gap  to  cover  the  Vlooming  period  when 
no  shipments  are  made.  Summer  or  fall  shipments  begin 
about  June  20  and  continue  until  freezing  weather.  Spring 
planting  is  perfectly  safe,  though  July,  August  and  September 
are  the  best  months  for  doing  this.

Prices  are  for  Simpson  Garden  size  rhizomes  as  a  rule,  i.  e.  with  two  or 
more  bloom  buds  on  them,  which  is  larger  than  the  standard  size  almost 
universally  sent  out.  However,  if  the  variety  be  scarce  the  regulation 
standard  size  may  have  to  be  sent,  i.  e.  a  strong  single  rhizome.  No 
‘'thumb-nail”  sizes  are  sent  out  in  any  case. 

Prices  have  been  sharply  reduced  in  the  case  of  many  of  the  older  or 
well-known  varieties,  when  three  or  more  of  the  same  kind  are  ordered. 

The  heights  are  given  in  inches  and  are  those  of  normal  bloom  stalks  as 
found  in  the  average  garden. 

Varieties  starred  *  can  only  be  delivered  after  blooming.

Around  the  first  of  September 
is  probably  the  best  time  for  lifting  these  varieties,  tho  some¬ 
what  earlier  in  the  North  and  somewhat  later  in  the  far  South 
would  also  be  suitable. 

The  benefits  derived  from  securing  at  least  three  roots  of  a 
variety  are  urged  upon  our  customers,  for  in  this  way,  by 
planting  that  number  or  more,  together,  the  clump  effect  is 
quickly  attained,  and  it  is  in  clumps  that  the  beauty  of  the  Iris 
is  best  displayed.

LOOK  AT  THIS  PICTURE  AND  SEE 
THE  DIFFERENCE! 

This  is  a  pen-and-ink  tracing  from  an  actual  photo¬ 
graph.  In  the  upper  row  are  four  rhizomes  received 
from  a  large  nurseryman  and  Iris  grower,  and  these  are 
the  kind  you  receive  from  many  of  them.  The  lower 
row  shows  the  Simpson  Garden  kind  and  we  send  out 
no  thumb-nail  sizes  such  as  are  shown  in  the  upper  one. 
Sometimes  Nature  will  produce  varieties  with  naturally 
small  roots,  but  in  these  cases  we  send  2,  or  3,  or  even 
4 — bud  rhizomes  as  a  general  rule; — you  will  notice  that 
Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4  are  all  of  the  one-bud  kind. 

In  some  cases,  tho  not  in  all  however,  there  may  be  a 
small  difference  in  price,  but  what  a  difference  in  quality!
